Joe Hunter, Knocked From Tree by 


Electric Shock, Given Treatment 
by Merle Schaffer and Jack Neilly 


HAS BROTHER LIVING HERE 


Rushville Men Near When Accident 
Happens Near Newcastle Sunday 


Gave Artificial Respiration 


Joe Hunter, age 57 years, a resi- 


dent of near Newcastle, and a bro- 
ther of Lewis T. Hunter, 123 S. 
Pearl street, this city, is in a ser- 
ious condition today at his home 
following a peculiar accident Sun- 
day afternoon, and for 
which 
lit 


probably owes his 
life 
to 
Merl 


Schaffer and .lack Neilly of this 
city. 


Mr. Hunter, who lijes near 
tlu 


fairgrounds east of Newcastle,- shot 
a squirrel in a tree, near his house. 
The squirrel lodged in the fork of 
some branches, and he started to 
climb after it. When up 25 feet from 
the ground, his foot touched a high 
tension electric, line of 23,000 volts. 


The sole of his shoe was burned; 


and "nTnras stunned 
and 
knocked 


from the tree. In falling his back and 
shoulders again touched 
the high 


powered wire, and he received Jhe 
second jolt from the electricity. He 
fell to the ground, and 
his 
wife 


screamed for help. 


Mr. Schaffer and Mr. Neilly, who 


with companions were nearby, heard 
the shots, and were later attracted 
by the screams. They were the 
first 


to reach him, and the man was al- 
most dead, when they began adminis- 
tering artificial 
respiration. 
They 


kept this up for thirty minutes until 
a. physician arrived. The man 
re- 


gained consciousness several hours 
later, and today was still in a ser- 
ious • condition, suffering from 
the 


shock, and also from injuries re- 
ceived in the fall..

Lewis Hunter, the brother in this 


city, was notified. The local people 
remained for sometime at the resi- 
dence and gave assistance.

The opinion says: 


'A trustee can not legally call 


the advisory board together on .the 
first Saturday in 'September for the 
purpose of making the annual levy. 
The annual meeting1 shall be, .held 
on the first Tuesday of 'September. 
Taxpayers of the township shall have 
notice of such meeting and are en- 
titled to be present and to be.hearil 
regarding the levy to be made 
at 


that time. (Sec. 9590 Burns' Soppl. 
1921, Acts 1917, page,426.)

ry-over in the next crop year of 
44,000,000 bushels of bread wheat, 
the smallest in years, the bureau 
pointed out.

cine, biology and other kindred pro- 
fessions and sciences.

ocean travels. The mariner, before 
the needle -was invented, could not 
get beyond the shore line, he said, 
and with the use of the needle, it 
made the oceans a chartered sea.

14th century, meant the downfall ot 
'feudalism, the speaker said,
